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~ The Board of Trade have received, through the India Office, copy 
of a report by Captain R. L. Kennion, Assistant to the Resident 
in Kashmir for Leh, Ladakh, on the trade of India with Chinese 
Turkistan and Tibet for the year ended 31st March, 1901. 

The following table shows the value of the imports into, and 


exports from, India from and to the above countries in the last 
five financial years :—

In 1900-01, for-the first,time since the imposition of the tax on 
charas imported into the Punjab, the statistics of the Central Asian 
trade,show an increase in value instead of a decrease. The figures 
given show that.this increase is for the most part due to— 

1.. The better prices obtained in Leh for charas ; 

2. Large-exports,of raw silk from Khotan ; 

3. Russian notes and gold taken to India with which to purchase 

. goods for export to Turkistan. 

Although the value of charas taken through Leh to the Punjab 
during the year under review was in excess ofthat of the previous year’s 
consignment, the maundage (weight) was actually less, the discrep- 
ancy being due to the higher prices realised in Leh, where a large 
proportion of the charas brought down changes hands. The result 
of the rise in the Leh prices was that the profits of the trade were 
more evenly distributed between Punjabi contractors and Yarkand 
traders, besides being probably greater in themselves than they 
were in the preceding year. This seems to indicate that the trade 
is again approaching a condition of equilibrium after the period of 
dislocation caused by the Punjab tax. It would be advisable, 
however, to allow at least two years more for the trade to recover 
its normal tone before the tax is increased, if such a step is 
contemplated. 

The large exports from Central Asia of raw silk during the past 
year, encourages the hope that traders may find in it a commodity 
with which they can profitably supplement their diminished exports 
of charas ; but the unusual quantities of Russian specie and notes 
brought down indicate that the difficulty of finding a profitable 
substitute for charas has not yet by any means been solved. 

Exports from the Punjab still show a decline but much less

marked than has. lately been the case. From the nature.of .the 
trade, which mainly rests on a demand in Yarkand for goods which 
cannot be supplied from the. Russian side (chiefly piece-goods), an 
improvement in this direction ,would follow and not precede. in- 
creased exports from Turkistan, and as this has already to some 
extent taken place it may be hoped that during the current year 
exports from the Punjab will also begin to show the same tendency. 
Taken on the whole, the statistics of the past year seem to indicate 
that a distinct improvement in the prospects of the trade may: be 
hoped for in future. 

Some of the most notable features in the trade statistics for the 
past year, in addition to those already touched on, are the 
following :— 

(a) The trade in coral, which in 1895 amounted to nearly three 

lakhs, fell rapidly to little over Rs. 93,000 in 1899-1900, 


and is now worth under half a lakh. This decline is . 


attributed to the competition of the trade through Russian 
territory in the case of exports to Chinese Turkistan, and 
to protective tariffs on the Russian frontier. 


(b) Unlike other exports from the Punjab which either remained 


stationary or have declined in value, Indian tea during the 
past year, though the quantity brought to Leh is not large, 
continues to show an upward tendency. 

The figures representing imports from Tibet are higher and 
exports to Tibet lower than those of the preceding year. This is 
due to the triennial Lapchak Mission to Lhasa having started in 
the previous year and returned during the year under report, and 
not to any other cause. 

The wool trade with Tibet continues to improve, and under 
favourable conditions should attain to importance. 

No Indian tea was exported through Leh to Tibet, but Chinese 
prtek sos tothe extent of Rs. 25,000 found its way through Tibet 
to Leh. 

With reference to this, Captain Kennion writes :—‘ Although 
under existing conditions the substitution in Tibet of Indian tea 
for the Chinese article, which is consumed by the Tibetans in such 
enormous quantities, cannot be heped for to any considerable extent, 
it is a pity, considering the present state of the Indian tea trade, 
that Kangra growers make no attempt whatever to cater for this 
market. It would, I do not doubt, be possible for Indian tea to 
be prepared in such a way that it could not be distinguished from 
the Chinese brick tea which the Tibetans are accustomed to and 
prefer from its lasting qualities and potability. If Indian bricks 
were put on the market at Leh at a lower price, as would be 
possible, than the Chinese article, it would probably begin to find 
its way across the frontier, and might prove the foundation of a 
by no means inconsiderable trade. The experiment would in any

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case be worth trying by the Association, which is representative of 
Kangra growers.” 

Arrangements have this year been made to register the trade 
which passes through Ladakh, but not through Leh, in wool and 
salt from Thibet, and grain, apricots, &c., from the Kashmir side.

(3) The road approaching the Lachalang Pass has been 
re-made. 
(4) A protecting wall has been built along the the Talambuti 
road. 


(5) A new bridge has been built at Pan Dras over the Dras 
river. 

(6) Two new bridges have been built over the Sind river 
above Sonemerg. 

The Kashmir Public Works Department have this year taken 
over charge of the road from Srinagar to the Zojila Pass, and are, 
in addition, constructing the suspension bridges at Kargil and 
Sati. The Joint Commissioner's yearly grant for up-keep, and 
repairs, and improving the road, has also been increased. 

The most important work which will be taken in hand this 
season, and, it is hoped, completed, is the proposed new road up 
the Khumdan ravine, north of the Sasser Pass. This will shorten 
the road between Leh and Yarkand by two marches and do away 
with the most difficult portion. 
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The following particulars relating to the Export Trade of Canada 
since 1867 have been received at the Board of Trade from Mr. G. 
Johnson, the Canadian Government Statistician :— 

The total exports (home products) of Canada to all countries in 
the 34 years from July, 1867, to 30th June, 1901, amounted to 
2,938,020,677 dols. 

The United Kingdom has taken 1,535,099,644 dols., equal to 
52 per cent. The United States of America has taken 1,110,332,883 
dols., or somewhat over 37} per cent., and 424,766,761 dols. less 
than the purchases of the United Kingdom. 

The British West Indies comes next with purchases amounting 
to 65,242,287 dols. Newfoundland has taken 54,663,272 dols. 
worth; France 16,551,550 dols.; Germany 12,873,446 dols., and 
all other countries 143,257,595 dols. 

The United Kingdom began in 1868 by taking 18,000,000 dols. 
of Canadian products. By 1872 she had taken 25,000,000 dols. 
a year; by 1882, nearly 40,000,000 dols.; by 1892, nearly 
55,000,000 dols., and in the last four years, 1898-1901, the 
average of her purchases has been nearly 92,000,000 dols. a year. 

The United States bought from Canada in 1868 under 224 
million dollars worth of Canada’s products. Down to 1899 the 
largest year was 1882, when the purchases were 41,700,000 dols. 

In 1900 there was a sudden jump from 34,700,000 dols. (in 1899) 
to 52,500,000 dols., and another jump in 1901 carried the purchases 
of the United States from Canada up to 67,984,000 dols. 

Aualysis of the returns shows that of the increase of 33,217,000 
dols. in 1901 over 1899, about 25,700,000 dols. is due to increased 
purchases of the mineral output of Canada, and that of this 
increase of 25,700,000 dols. over 254 millions of dols. is due tu 
gold sent chiefly from the Klondike, the remainder being increases 
in the export of copper, lead and iron ore. There was at the 
same time a fair increase in the other divisions. Fisheries being 
entitled to claim about 3 per cent, forest products nearly 7 per cent., 
animals and their products, 2 per cent.; agricultural products, 
5 per cent., manufactures, 5} per cent. ; leaving about 77 per cent. 
to represent the increase under the class “ minerals.” 

Taking the whole period since the Confederation of the 
Provinces into the Dominion of Canada the exports of manu- 
factures (including in that term cheese, butter, lumber, ships 
and other manufactures) have amounted to 1,194,260,000 dols., or 
404 per cent. of the whole. 

Leaving out cheese, butter, flour, lumber, “other manufactures ” 
have been exported to the value of 62,000,000 dols. in the period 
1897-01 (five years), against 12,637,037 dols. exported in the first 
five years of the Union. 
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The increases are chiefly in manufactures of wood, which have 
increased in value four times the amount of the first five years ; 
in- agricultural implements, of which none was exported in 1868, 
and, 1,742,946 dols. in 1901; in bicycles, of which none was 
exported i in the first year of the period 1868-01, and 400,981 dols. 
in the last year; in clothing and wearing apparel, of which none 
was exported in 1868, and 641,996 dols. in 1901. Cottons were 
exported in 1868 to the value of 3,000 dols. The home manufac- 
tured cottons exported in 1901 were valued at 504,000 dols. 

Of leather and manufactures Canada exported 112,000 dols. in 
1868, and 2,414,000 dols. in 1901. In machinery and articles of 
iron the export trade has developed from 295,700 dols. in 1868 to 
1,433,000 dols. in 1901. 

In the export of wood pulp Canada has made considerable pro- 

gress, in 1890, 80,000 dols. worth, and in 1901, 1,937,200 dols. 
worth having been exported,

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THE MINING INDUSTRIES OF SALONICA AND 
KOSSOVA. 


_ A despatch, dated 7th ult., has been received at the Foreign 
Office, from the. British Vice-Consulate at Uscub, transmitting a 
return of the mines of the Vilayets of Salonica and Kossova, with 
some details concerning them. 

The return states that apart from those mines the working of 
which, lying as they do a long way from the railway line, would 
entail a capital out of proportion to the risks necessarily incurred, 
there are others lying close to the stations, which would appear to 
be well worth the effort to secure for British capitalists. The 
mines referred to are the chrome and coal mines at Elleshan, and 
in a secondary degree, to the silver-lead and antimony mines, 
belonging to Junuz Bey, close to Uscub. 

Both mines are in the market, and will be till the Government 
confiscates them for arrears of taxes, when the entire expense and 
trouble of a new firman would be necessary. The mines at 
Elleshan, the first station on the Uscub-Mitrovitza line, are said to 
be first class. The coal, naturally of a poor quality compared to 
English coal, is still better than that of Heraclée, which last 
winter was found to be well worth blending with Cardiff for rail- 
way and factory purposes, and seeing that the mine is so close to 
the centre of the Macedonian railways, it is certain that the 
company would make extensive use of it. The price (28s. a ton) 
which it fetched last winter, goes to ptove that coal is a scarcity at 
Uscub when English coal is up in price. The engineer of the 
Uscub-Mitrovitza section of the railway urged a local German to 
try and obtain the necessary capital for working the mine, assuring 
him that he could count on the company’s taking a very large 
percentage of the output off his hands. 

Taking further into consideration that there are several steam- 
mills at Uscub and one at Mitrovitza, besides a steam brewery, 
and that the latter and the Mitrovitza Mill had to stop work this 
year owing principally, the Vice-Consul is informed, to the rise in 
the price of English coal and also that great efforts are being 
made in Berlin commercial circles for the acquisition of a forest, 
in the neighbourhood of Mitrovitza, of vast area (or at least of the 
rights to cut wood in it), which would involve the establishment 
of several new steqgm mills at Uscub, it seems highly probable that 
the coal mine at Elleshan, if really as rich as it is believed to be, 
would prove a valuable investment with no greater attendant 
risks in Turkey than in any other country. 

The chrome mine of Elleshan and Junuz Bey’s silver-lead and 
antimony mines are also considered of great value owing to their 
comparative proximity to Uscub and Elleshan and their situation 
in a more or less civilised part of the country. The chrome is 
said to exist in enormous blocks. Some years ago the mine was 
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energetically worked and the output was very large, but only a 
small percentage of the ore which was discovered could be extracted 
owing to the sudden inrush of a stream which would need diverting 
from its actual channel, and the cost, though insignificant, was 
more than the owner unaided could bear. ; 

In the case of both these mines capital is, according to report, 
alone required to vpen up a great store of wealth.

Customs Decisions. by the Hamburg Customs Authorities, affecting 

the classification for Tariff purposes of certain 
articles imported into the German Customs Union. The niiiaied 
is the substance of these Orders :— 
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Typewriters, on the “ Franklin” system, with celluloid keys.— 
The keys in these instruments are held to form an integral part of 
the machines, and the celluloid of which they are composed cannot 
therefore be regarded as being merely ornamental. As a conse- 
quence, such machines are to pay duty as “articles made partly or 
entirely of celluloid,” under No. 20 b (1) of the Tariff, at the rate 
of 200 marks per 100 kilogs. (51. 1s. 7d. per cwt.). 


Blue paper in rolls, when imported in strips of 35 mm. or of 
56 mm. in width, cannot, on account of its shape, be classed as 
packing paper, and is therefore to pay duty as “ paper goods,” 
under No. 27 e of the Tariff, at the rate of 10 marks per 100 kilogs. 
(5s. 1d. per cwt.). When imported in full widths such paper will 
continue to pay duty as “‘ smooth packing paper,” under No. 27 d 
of the Tariff, at the (conventional) rate of 3 marks per 100 kilogs. 
gross weight (1s. 64d. per ewt. gross). 

Umbrella sticks, with gilt or silver-plated handles of base metal 
wrapped in wood-wool, the whole being packed in a box of grey 
cardboard, wrapped in packing paper, are, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the dutiable weight, to be stripped of the wood-wool 
- and boxes, as well as of the paper covering of the boxes. 


MOROCCO.

Magnesite.—Calcined magnesite, ground but not purified, is free 
of duty under paragraph 605 of the Tariff, even when for use as 
cement. 


Cotton yarns.—The words “ one-fourth of a cent per number per 
pound on all numbers exceeding 30” in paragraph 302 of the 
‘Tariff, are interpreted to mean that the duty is to be calculated on 
the entire number of the yarn at the rate of } cent per pound, and 
not on the excess of the number over 30. A similar remark applies 
to other corresponding provisions in the same paragraph. 


Colowred sand.—Sand, coloured black by the use of. organic 
colouring matter, is free of duty under paragraph 671 of the Tariff, 
as “sand, crude or manufactured, not otherwise provided for.” 

Plate glass, obscwred.—Plate glass is defined as “ glass cast upon 


a plate or table without the application of further process of 
manufacture.” 
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«Lhe term. ‘obscured plate. glass” in paragraph 103 of the ‘Tariff 
is interpreted to mean glass rendered translucent or opaque by 
some process (applied after the cast.leaves the plate) similar to the 
processes of grinding or smoothing glass. 

The words “ otherwise obscured” in the same neragraph are held 
to be limited in meaning to processes similar to those previously 
enumerated therein. 

Cosmetics.—-Cold cream is dutiable as a cosmetic, under para- 
graph 70 of the Tariff, at the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem, and 
not as a medicinal preparation under paragraph 68. 


‘Barium-coated paper : Réntgen-ray screens.— Paper covered with 
barium platinum cyanide crystals, used to show the shadows 
produced by the Réntgen-ray apparatus, is dutiable as a surface- 
coated paper under paragraph 398 of the Tariff, at the rate of 
24 cents per Ib. and 15 per cent. ad valorem. 


Scammony resin.—Scammony resin, an article prepared from 
gum scammony or scammony root, and used principally in the 
compounding of medicinal preparations and not as a medicine, is 
dutiable as a drug advanced in value or condition, under paragraph 
20 of the Tariff, at the rate of 4} cent per lb. and 10 per cent. 
ad valorem. 


Importation of animals.—Invoices are not required for animals 
valued at 100 dols. or less, imported for breeding purposes. 

Animals imported from Canada for breeding purposes, must be 
accompanied by a certificate signed by a Canadian official 
veterinarian. 


Corrugated galvanised iron and steel.—Galvanised iron sheets, 
corruzated or crimped, valued at more than 3 cents per lb., are 
liable to duty under paragraph 193 of the Tariff at the rate of 
45 per cent. ad valorem, and likewise to the additional duty 
of 4 cent per lb. for galvanising under paragraph 132. Similar 
sheets of stee!, valued at more than 3 cents perlb., are liable to 
the same additional duty for galvanising, besides the duties 
leviable under paragraph 135. 


Violin rosin.—Violin bow rosin contained in book-shaped pieces 
of wood, the wood being the component material of chief value 
and inseparable from the rosin, is dutiable at the rate of 35 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 208 of the Tariff. Violin rosin 
adhering to and inseparable from small metallic spindles or spools 
of metal, is dutiable at 45 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 193, 
irrespective of the value of the metal. Violin rosin contained in 
tin boxes, which, besides being separable from the rosin, are the 
usual and ordinary coverings thereof, is dutiable at the rate of 
20 percent. ad valorem, under section 6 of the Tariff, as an un- 
enumerated manufactured article.

Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations. 


Ichthyol. —‘ Ichthyol,” in paragraph 626 (free list) of the Tariff; 
is interpreted to mean only ichthyol oil. All other ichthyol 
preparations or ichthyo! salts are dutiable at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 3 of the Tariff, as smeeaical 
compounds and salts not specially provided for. 


American-made bags re-imported.—Bags of American 
ture, on the exportation of which drawback has been allowed in 
accordance with section 30 of: the: Tariff, may be re-imported on 
payment of a duty equal to the drawback, by the exporters or by 
any other persons. ‘I'he. identity of: the bags may be established 
under ordinary rules of evidence. 


Green sweet peppers.—Fresh, green, sweet peppers are dutiable 
at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 257 of the 
‘Tariff, as “ vegetables in their natural state, not specially provided 
for.” 

Crude colour : unwrought earth An unwrought earth which is 
used as a colour is dutiable at the rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 58 of the Tariff, as a “colour, not specially pro- 
vided for,” and not under paragraph 93 as an unwrought: and 
unmanufactured earth. 

Ramie noils.—Noils, consisting of. short ramie fibres resembling 
raw cotton or flax waste, produced and accumulated in the process 
of combing ramie or China grass, and known as ramie noils, are 
dutiable as waste, under paragraph 463 of the Tariff, atthe rate of 
10 per cent. ad valorem, and not as tow of flax, under paragraph 327. 


Cotton mixtures.—Goods which are composed. chiefly of cotton, 
but which have also large percentages (44 or 45 per cent.) of flax 
or jute, are not cotton cloth within the meaning of paragraph 310 
of the Tariff, but are dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 322, as manufactures of cotton not specially 
provided for, 

The “countable clauses” of the cotton schedule of the Tariff are 
applicable only to goods composed entiyely or substantially of 
cotton, so as to be known commonly or commercially as “.cotton 
cloth.’ 


With reference to the notice which appeared at p. 24 of the 
ae * Journal” for the 4th April last, relative to 
the countervailing duties leviable in the United 

States on bounty-fed sugars produced in the 


ba ge Netherlands, the Board of Trade are now in 
eee receipt of information to the effect that the 
Gant payment of these duties has been disputed by 


certain importers on the ground that Holland 
does not grant bounties on sugar. This question having been 
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brought before the Circuit Court of Appeals, it has now been 
judicially decided as follows :— 


“A so-called ‘deduction,’ which concededly is a bounty, or grant, or 
“ premium, is paid” (in the Netherlands) “for the production of raw sugar of 
“ 2-50 florins per 100 kilogs. for the year in question, and for the production of 
“ refined sugar therefrom, a further bounty of 0°34 florins per 100 kilogs., a 
“total of 2°84 [florins] per 100 kilogs. The amount of such premium or 
“ bounty is placed to the credit of the person to whom it is due in his excise 
“ account ; and it is provided that if it ‘should cause the credit to exceed the 
“« debit, the difference shall be paid to the manufacturer or refiner from the 
“ * revenue from the excise of the year from which the deduction takes place.’ 
“ In view of the great disparity between the bounty and the excise tax (there 
“ is a similar disparity for all kinds and grades of sugar), it is quite evident 
“ that there can be no excess ‘paid’ from the Government’s revenues to any 
“one who is liable for the excise tax. Finally, it is provided that sugar 
“ withdrawn for exportation to a foreign country, and actually exported, shall 
“ be exempt from the excise tax. That tax being thus eliminated from the 
“debit side of the account, the manufacturer or refiner receives from the 
“ Government the excess of credit over debit, which is the precise amount of 
“the bounty. Undoubtedly this premium or ‘deduction’ is called a bounty 
“on production, and is a bounty on production ; but the other provisions of 
“ the law have the practical effect of making it, from the standpoint of other 
“ countries, a bounty on exportation. The result of the whole Act is no 
“ different, so far as the foreign country is concerned, from what it would be 
“ had it provided : All sugar producers shall receive a bounty paid in cash 
“ from the revenues of the Government of so much per 100 kilogs. Those who 
“export their sugar may keep this bounty, those who do not export it must 
“ forthwith return it to the Government.” 


Countervailing duties will, consequently, continue to be levied 
on Dutch sugars in accordance with the provisions of section 5 of 
the United States Tariff Act of 1897.

In a few days the mails will be despatched from Vladi- 
vostok to Moscow and St. Petersburg via Kharbin, Isitsikar, and 
Chita. Sibir is the natural western or Trans-Baikal frontier station 
of the new line, and Nikolsk-Ussuri the natural eastern terminus 
station. The frontier stations from an administrative point of view 
are Sibir on the western side, and Pogranitchi on the eastern, the 
whole line between these points lying within Chinese territory. 
The distance between these stations is 1,429 versts or 953 miles. 
On the eastern or Ussurian side the line cuts the Ussurian railway 
at Nikolsk-Ussuri, a stretch through Russian territory of 115 versts, 
or 77 miles, while on the western or Trans-Baikal line the 
distance from the frontier station of Sibir to Kaidalovo is about 
300 versts, or 200 miles. Thus the entire length of line from 
Kaidalovo to Nikolsk-Ussuri is about 1,844 versts, or 1,230 miles.

The dock has a capacity of 15,000 tons, is 525 ft. long, and 
126 ft. wide. The entire height of the sides from their bottoms, 
which are submerged, to the tops, is 55 ft. The designs were 
originally made by Messrs. Clark and Stansfield, of London, but 
were afterwards modified at Sparrows Point to conform to 
American practice. The dock is to be tested with one of the 
heaviest ships of the United States Navy before being opened to 
merchant vessels. 


The “ Engineering News ” of the 31st ult. states that, according to 
the latest definite information regarding the 

a —— proposed Trans-Alaskan Railway, it is the plan 
way across of the promoters to build a line in Alaska from 


Alaska, U.S.A. Cook's Inlet, on the south-western shore, to 
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Behring Strait, about 800 miles. The gauge will be 4 feet 
11} inches, the same as the Siberian line, to provide for the 
possibility of a future connection by a ferry across the Straits. 
The line, it is stated, can be worked all through the year without 
much interruption from snow and cold weather, and it will run 
through a rich mineral district, which has also prospects for oil 
development and farming. 


MEXICO.

Mail Contract Office from H.M. Legation at Mexico, reporting 
holies tthe that in the Official Journal of the 19th October 
Sonteamn. Stn there was published the text of a contract 
entered into between the Mexican Government 
poarch ent and the “ Harrison Line ” of steamships known 
as the “Charente Steamships, Ltd.,” for the 
carrying of mail matter and freight free for the Mexican Govern- 
ment, either from or to foreign countries or between Mexican ports. 
The vessels are to make at least two trips each month from Liver- 
pool, touching therefore twice at each of the ports of Tampico and 
Vera Cruz during the month. 

The other Mexican ports at which these steamers can touch 
either on the outward or homeward journey are Tuxpan, 
Coatzacoalcos, Frontera, Laguna, Campeche, and Progreso. They 
will also call at Barbados, Saint Thomas, Trinidad, La Guayra, 
Puerto Cabello, Curagao, Santa Marta, Savanilla, Cartagena, 
Port-au-Prince, Kingston, Colon, and New Orleans. 

The journeys are to be made according to the time table which 
will be approved by the proper department, and a notice of eight 
hours must be given of the time of departure to the postmaster at 
the Mexican ports where the vessels touch. 

The amount of freight to be carried free for the Government has 
been fixed at ten metric tons, calculated on a basis of 2,204 
English pounds if by weight, or 40 cubic feet, English, if by 
measurement. 

In compensation for these services the Company’s vessels shall 
have a reduction in their favour of 40 per cent. of the tonnage 
duties established by the Decree of 1st July, 1898. 

The Company has to make a deposit in the General Treasury of 
the Federation of 3,000 dols. in bonds of the Consolidated Public 
Debt which it will lose in case of forfeiture of the contract. A 
contract under exactly the same terms and conditions was signed 
with the German Imperial Mail or Hamburg-American Steamship 
Company on the same day.

The total receipts for the year 1900 were 856,038 tons from Great 
Britain and 118,491 tons from the United States. Steadily increas- 
ing shipments are being made from American ports, and the 
probabilities, says the Consul, are that the total receipts at 
Marseilles during the present year will exceed 200,000 tons. 

The business may be said to have passed the experimental 
stage. In face of the very notable decline in freight rates from 
Cardiff, American coal has succeeded not only in holding its own, 
but in increasing in local importance. 

One feature of this trade is the necessity of employing foreign 
shipping for the transportation of American produce. The 
promises made that American cargo boats would be supplied 
_ for the, increasing foreign coal traffic have not thus far been 
redeemed, and in the meantime the relative cost of freight from 
Newport News and Baltimore to the Mediterranean, and from 
Cardiff to the Mediterranean, has changed not a little, and in 
favour of, the American exporters. A little more than a year ago, 
certain cargoes of American coal, landed at Marseilles, were 
obliged to support a freight rate of 17s. 6d. per ton, while at the 
present time 9s. 6d. is a fair average price. Last year’s freights 
paid by Cardiff exporters ranged about 10s. 6d.

In the “Queensland Agricultural Journal” for October last it is 
stated, in an article devoted to the prospects 
of the rice industry in the Colony, that, as a 
crop, rice can be grown anywhere between

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of south; or, in other words, where the climatic conditions allow 
of the palm tree thriving’ under ‘natural conditions, the climate 
will be found to be also suitable for rice culture, always providing 
there is sufficient rainfall at the right season, or sufficient moisture 
can be obtained by means of flooding or irrigation. Crops of rice 
have been grown during the past season in various portions of 
Queensland, and with fair success, at Cairns, Mackay, Tiaro, Logan, 
Pimpana Island, and Nerang, or from one end ef the State to the 
other, the crops averaging from 32 bushels to 65 bushels per 
acre, according to variety and quality of seed and soil. . 

A sample of Japan rice, grown at Mackay, gave a crop of 10 tons 
of paddy from 10 acres planted, or a little over 37 bushels per acre. 
This, according to a Mackay paper, was sold on the wharf at 7/. per 
ton, for shipment. ‘The writer of the article states that it is to be 
regretted that the crop could not have been milled and dressed in 
the district, as it would have brought better returns to the grower, 
and could have gone into local consumption, There are hundreds 
of acres of land eminently suitable for the growth of rice lying 
fallow at the present time, particularly in the Nerang, Coomera, 
and Maroochie districts of Southern Queensland, which, with proper 
care and cuitivation, would return splendid results for the labour 
bestowed. ‘There is also a very large area in the districts mentioned 
most suitable for irrigation, which, owing to its natural features. 
could be both easily and cheaply carried out. 

There ‘is stated to be in Queensland on almost every farm on the 
coast, a piece of swampy land, varying from half an acre in extent 
to 10 or 20 acres, that could be made a means of income to the 
holder, by putting it under rice. Were the value of rice and the 
facilities for growing it only generally known, the areas of unsightly 
and wretched-looking swamps on Queensland farm holdings might 
be transformed into fields of grain, which might bring in good 
financial returns to the farmer who takes up rice culture as a part 
of his work. 


TURKEY. 
A despatch dated 11th ult. has been received at the Foreign Office, 
from the British Vice-Consul at Adana, stating 
Crop Results. that the harvest of the Adana vilayet has 
resulted in poor cereal returns, and much trade 
will not result from these crops. But the cotton and sesame seed 


- harvests have been very good, considerably better than last year. 


It is estimated that the value of the two crops together is 
400,0001., of which cotton would be at least 250,0001. It is said 
to be of very good quality this year.

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HAITI. 


‘The following particulars relating to the coffee industry of Haiti 
are taken from a recently issued report of the 
Coffee Industry. Belgian Consul-General for the Antilles :— 

The coffee plantations in Haiti at the present 

time cover an area of 50,000 hectares (123,500 acres). The plant 

was introduced into the country about 1715, and its cultivation 

soon made considerable progress. There are few regions of the 

earth that better combine the essential conditions of fertility, 

avarmth, moisture and ventilation. The hills, 1,300 ft. to 1,600 ft. 

/high, are said to be particularly favourable to the cultivation of 
the plant. 

Although the coffee grown in Haiti is considered very good, yet 
it has not preserved al] the qualities which rendered it so celebrated 
when the country was a French Colony. ‘The reason is said to be 
that the Haitian does not give the same care and attention to the 
plant as did the French Colonist. He allows it to grow quite 
unchecked, and, when he clears away the bushes which surround it, 
they are replaced by small vegetable plants to the detriment ot the 
principal plant. 

The following statement shows the quantity of coffee exported 
from Haiti during each of the years 1894-5 to 1899-1900 :—

These figures show that the production of coffee does not increase 
-and it is even feared that it is rapidly decreasing. The figures for 
1899-1900, although an increase of 10,000,000 lbs. over the 
exports for the previous year, are said to be due rather to a stricter 
surveillance at the Customs-houses to detect frauds than to an 
increased quantity exported. 

The Consul-General adds that the reasons for supposing that the 
production of coffee is decreasing are quite natural, viz., in the 
first place the planter is prohibited by law from dealing direct 
with the exporters, and must therefore have recourse to the 
«* Haitian speculator,” whose charges are very high. In the second 
place there is an export duty on coffee of 3:863 dols. per 100 lbs. 
18s. per cwt.). It is not surprising, then, concludes the Consul, 
that the cultivation of cacao tends to be substituted for that of 
coffee.

Building expenses in this connection have amounted to date to 
nearly 100,000,000 roubles (about 10,582,0002.). About 400 spirit 
refineries, depts and magazines have been constructed, the 
maintenance of which costs 3,000,000 roubles (317,4601.) annually. 
The maintenance of the excise-supervision central administra- 
tion, employés in the depéts, magazines and shops comes to nearly 
70,000,000 roubles (7,407,407/.). The entire revenue from the 
Government sale of spirits (vodka or corn-brandy) is estimated for 
1902 at approximately 390,000,000 roubles (41,269,841/.), including 

excise and gross profits from the sale of drink.

BOLIVIA. 


The Bolivian Statistical Bureau (Oficina Nacional de Estadistica) 
has recently issued a volume dealing with the 
Trade in 1900. foreign trade of the Republic in 1900. This 
is the first volume of trade statistics ever issued 
by the Government of Bolivia, and the following particulars are 
taken from a summary of the same published “by the “ Gaceta 
Comercial” of Lima of the 18th ult. ‘The imports into Bolivia in 
1900 amounted in value to 13,344,000 bolivianos,* and the exports 
to 35.658,000 bols. The most considerable importation is through 
the Chilean Custom House of Antofagasta (6,326,000 bols.), and 
the chief centre for exports is Uyuni (16,735,000 bols.). 
Imports.—In the schedule of imports cotton goods hold the first 
place with a valve of 2,000,000 bols., and wool, haberdashery, 
articles of food and live animals each account for more than 
1,000,000 bols.

Copies had also been sent to the Viceroy of 
India, the Indian and Burma Chambers of Commerce, and to all 
the Chambers of the United Kingdom. The following Chambers 
have already given their support, viz.:—Birmingham, Bury, 
Blackburn, Cardiff, Halifax, Nottingham and Oldham. London, 
Glasgow and Croydon have promised the memorial their 
consideration.

the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference.
